knowledgeable  about  all  facets  of  education,"  Muse  said. 

As  a  Hinds  student,  Weathersby  played  basketball  and  was  a  member  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  Circle  K  and  the 
debate  team.  He  was  named  Most  Outstanding  Social  Studies  Student,  served  as  student  body  president  and 
was  voted  Mr.  Hinds  Junior  College  in  his  sophomore  year.

He  has  supported  community  college  efforts  for

introduce  the  first  insurance  program  for  public  schoolteachers  and  studied  the  first  computer  network  system 
linking  the  community  colleges,  public  schools  and  libraries.  Also,  significantly,  he  authored  the  bill  allowing 
retirees  in  state  retirement  system  to  continue  drawing  retirement  pay  if  they  return  to  work  for  the  state  on  a 
part-time  basis. 

"From  where  I  stand,  Tom  Weathersby  is  one  of  the  best  supporters  that  Hinds  has,"  said  Jackie  Granberry, 
vice  president  of  Institutional  Advancement  at  Hinds.  "When  I  have  the  opportunity  to  work  with  the 
Legislature  each  year,  he  makes  it  a  point  to  come  to  us  or  anybody  who  is  there  from  Hinds.

The  new  Band  Hall  on  the  Raymond  Campus  is  adjacent  to  the  north  end  of 
Renfroe  Stadium.  At  a  cost  of  $6,123,000  in  local  funds,  the  23,890-square-foot 
building  allows  for  several  first  floor  practice  rooms  and,  extending  to  the  second- 
floor  ceiling,  a  64-foot  by  100-foot  band  hall  and  two  rehearsal  halls.

Because  of  the  stadium's  elevation  relative  to  the  north  parking  lot  and  the 
leveling  necessary  for  construction,  a  decorative  retaining  wall  encompasses  a 
sidewalk  that  extends  from  the  south  side  of  the  building  to  the  bleachers  on  both 
sides  of  the  stadium. 
Classes  began  in  the  Raymond  Campus  Band  Hall  in  spring  2010.
